4. SPECULATION WATERSPOUT EFFECT WHICH VIRTUALLY DRAGS UP 
WATER, WHICH IS PUSHED OVERLAND BY WINDS TO FALL AS RAIN. 

5. MR. TAPP BELIEVE THERE COULD HAVE BEEN FALLS ABOUT 40 
MILES FROM HOMESTEAD. 

6. MR. TAPP STATED THIS IS RELATIVELY REGULAR OCCURRENCE 
UNCLASSIFIED
